HELD IN PEONACE 
AT STEEL PLANT 
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Imported Laborers De- 
tained by Force. 


Agent of the United States. 
Witness Alleges Men Are 
Held as Peons 
Roughly Handled. 


Pittsburg, Pa., August 26.—The first 
testimony offered in the federal gov- 
ernment investigation into the charges 
of peonage against Officials of the 
Pressed Steel Car Company in Schoen- 
ville, whose 3,500 employees are on 
strike, and which it was alleged force 
was used to compel imported working- 
men to work, developed late.today. 

The F’ressed Stee] Car Company’s at- 
torney attempted to hold the man who 
testified that he was made to work 
against his will, but this was prevent- 
ed by the Austro-Hungarian consular 
attorney and the assistant federal dis- 
trict attorney. 

Alexander Friedman, a Hungarian, 
of New York, was the witness who 


made the sensational charges of the 
day. He said he was brought here fif- 
teen, days ago with 100 other men 
from New York and alleges they were 
l brought under false impressions. He 
said the workmen were given to under- 
stand there was no strike at the works 
of the Pressed Steel Car Company. He 
said he was in the plant before he 
learned of the strike. lIriedman_  al- 
leged that the car company picked out 
the strongest looking imported work- 
men and made guards of them. 

Men Roughly Handled. 

He testified these guards 
the.men in a rough manner. 

Friedman stated that he had been at 
work in the plant a few days when he 
was asked if he did not want to make 
some overtime money, and when he re- 
plied affirmatively, he was taken to 
the kitchen and told to work there. 
Friedman said he refused. After so 
doing he stated he was roughly handled 
by the workingmen guards. 

Friedman said the workmen guards 
then took him before company officials 
and asserted the officials said they 
should competi him to work in the 
kitchen. This they succeeded in -do- 
ing, according to the witness, who was 
also told that his pay for the hours en- 
forced work would be his supper. 

Friedman @d not claim he had been 
forced to stay inside of the car plant,

Betheny Aviation Field. Rheims, 
August 26.——-Hubert Latham, the 
French aviator, today took glorious re- 
venge for the hard luck which he ‘ex- 
perienced,.in his recent attempts to 
cross the English channel and his in- 
defatigable but hitherto unsuccessful 
efforts to accomplish some notable 
achievement during the present meet- 
ing by establishing a new world’s rec- 
154 kilometers, 650 
or 95.88 miles. 

Latham covered fifteen laps, or 150 
kilometers, in 2 hours !3 minutes 9 sec- 
onds, and the.full distance In 2 hours 
18 minutes 93-5 seconds, which also 
are world’s records, the flight being 
at the rate of about 681-2 kilometers 
an hour, as compared with 831-2 
made by Wright at Lemans, and a 
fraction under~50 made by Paulham 
yesterday. 

Except for the one-lap speed records 
made by Bleriot and Curtiss this week, 
and Paulham’s time record in the air, 
Latham now holds every record for 
distance and speed. Like Paulham he 
descended only when the Fasoline tank 
Was empty. 

Impressive and Beautiful. 

Nothing could have exceeded the 
beauty and impressiveness of the pro- 
longed flight. In grace of lines no 
other aeroplane here compares with 
Latham’s mohoplane. The slightly tilt- 
ed planes from the long skiff-like body 
gave it a resemblance, when close, to 
a winged canoe, while sailing high 
up in the air it looks from the dis- 
tance like @ mammoth dragon fly. 

For an with fluttering wings, 
like a living thing, it fought its way 
against the storm of rain and wind 
at an average of 150 § feet, 
mounting higher as the wind rose, un- 
til @uring the worst of the sterm it 
was up fully 300 feet. The conténtion 
of the advocates of the biplane that 
the monoplane would be unable to live 
in a strong breeze has been amply re- 
futed. 

Latham, earlier in the day with “No. 
13,” another aeroplane of the same 
type, made a flight of more than 70 
kilometers, and after had fin- 
ished in the afternoén Count de Lam- 
bert covered !16 kilometers (72.3 miles) 
in commanding fashion. Three fiéghts 
therefore in a single day totaled more 
than 210 miles.

Dr. J. C. Atkinson, of Jones- 
boro Methodist Church, Sued 
for Slander by Mrs. Sadie A. 
Been---Allered He Referred 
to Her as “Devil Incarnate.” 


Jonesboro, Ga... August 26.—(Sve- 
clal.)—After being out over an hour 
the jury in Clayton superior court 
this afternoon brought in a verdict in 
favor of Rey. J. C. Atkinson. pastor of 
the Methodist church here, who was 
sued for slander by Mrs. Sadie A. 
Bean, teacher of the. Bible class in the 
echureh. She asked for $20,000 dam- 


ages. 

Last Sentember Dr. Atkinson, {t ts 
eaid, alluded in a sermon to those per- 
sons in ‘his flock who sowed: seeds of 
dissension as “devils incarnate.” Mrs 
Bean allezed that the pastor referred 
to her. He denied this, but produced 
witnesses in an effort to show that 
Mrs. Bean had been a disturbing ele- 
ment in the church. 

Dr. Atkinson claimed that_.Mrs. Bean 
had said that the teacher of the Bible 
class was ignorant: the Sunday school 
superintendent was too slow; that the 
Organist was incompetent. that the 
voices of the choir were cracked. 

Mrs. Bean is a native of Illinois. 
and had but recently come to Jones- 
boro. Dr. Atkinson, in his reply to. her 
suit against him, said that she’ had 
been a disturbing element in the 
church. He also said that she had 
made complaint against both the offi- 
cers and the members of the church. 
and that many of the members were 
not on speaking terms with her. 

Dr. Atkinson said the sermon. to 
which Mrs. Bean objected so strenu- 
ously was applied to the practice of 
Sowing dissension, and not to Mrs. 
Bean personally. Mrs. Bean, however, 
introduced two witnesses, Mrs. D. A. 
DeLoach and Mrs. W. F. Carnes, who 
Said they considered that the pastor's 
remarks, in which he characterized 
members who sowed seeds of dissen- 
Sion “incarnate devils,” referred to 
Mrs. Bean.

Southern Commercial Congress 
Director Tells of Interest of 
This Section in Conservation. 
Harnessing of Water Power. 


Chautauqua, N. Y., August 26.—G. 
Grosvenor Dawe, managing director of 
the Southern Commercial” Congress, 
was one of the speakers at the exer- 
cisés held here today. This was known 
as “Conservaff@@iday,” the exercises 
and speeches all dealing with that 
topic. 

“This is not a question to be settled 
one way or’ the other by struggles 
within the departments at Washing- 
ton,” he said. ‘The question is one of 
national sanity and perpetuation, in 
which there should: be neither north 
nor south, east or west. It therefore 
lies at every man’s door for his indi- 
vidual decision. 

“Shall this generation eat its fill 
from the bowl,@f nature’s bounty and 
then smash the Dow] so that none who 
come after may prosper as we are pros- 
pering? 

Interest of the South. 

“The interest of the south in this 
qtestion is intense, as it holds the 
greatest share of resources that can 
give out their benefits through all 
the ages to come. Because of this pre- 
ponderating interest there will come 
from the south into this national ques- 
tion much of a statesmanlike affirma- 
tion regarding water power rights, 
forest preservation and soil protection. 
Yet these contributions of thought and 
of legal enactment will not be brought 
forth for the benefit of the south alone, 
but for the benefit of the nation. of 
which the south is an integral part. —

have resulteq in a miscarriage of jus- 
tice, and to permit the use of authori- 
ties, printed copies of records in ap- 
pealing cases instead of written or 
typewritten manuscripts. 

In One Great Court. 

Further, the committee outlined the 
general principles on which it consid- 
ered a reorganization of state courts 
should eventually be. effected. 

“The whole. judicial power of each 
state,” says the report, “at least for 
civil causes, should be vested in one 
great court, of which all tribunals 
should be branches. departments or di- 
visions. The business, as well as the 
judicial. administration of this court 
should be thoroughly organized so as 
to prevent not merely waste of judi- 
cial power, but all needless clerical 
work, duplication of papers and rec- 
ords and the like, thus obviating ex- 
pense to litigants and cost to the pub- 
lic. 

“This court should have three chief 
branches—county courts, including 
municipal courts, a superior court of 
first instance and a single ultimate

Question Is Discussed by Taft 
‘and Aldrich --- Having Fixed 
Tariff, Aldrich Now Wants 
to Fix the Money System of 
the Country. 


Beverly, Mass., August 26.—Contin- 
uing his series of conferences with 
party leaders and government officials 
before starting on his long trip to the 
west and south, President Taft had a 
two ang a half hours talk this after- 
noon with Senator Nelson W. Aldrich 
and Secretary of the Treasury Mac- 
Veagh. | 

Senator Aldrich, having just 
emerged from the long tariff fight, is| 
about to take up the important task 
of adjusting the monetary system of 
the country, and it was in connection 
with his work as chairman of the 
monetary commission that he was call- 
ed in conference by the president to- 
day. | 

Mr. Taft was anxious to ascertain 
whether or not the monetary commis- 
sion will be ready. to report its rec- 
ommendations this winter. It is un- 
derstood that a definite answer was 
not given today. 

Talk of Another Extra Session. 

There has been talk of calling con- 
gress in extra session in the fall of 
1910, to begin consideration of legis- 
lation looking to‘the enactment of 
such changes in the monetary system 
as the commission may deem expe- 
dient. 

Mr. Aldrich said after the conference 
today that matters had been discussed 
only in a general way. 

Mr. Aldrich will sail for Europe 
Saturday. Asked as to when the com- 
mission would be ready with its rec- 
ommendations, he said the report was 
not in sight. 

Mr. Aldrich would not discuss the 
subject of postal savings banks. It is 
not believed he is altogether opposed 
to the idea. but he frankly told the 
president at a former conference On 
the subject that he thought the ques- 
tion of establishing such banks should 
await the enactment of the monetary 
legislation.

Denver Convention Indorsed 
Benzoate After Bitter Debate 
in Which Government Was 
Accused of Licensing Sale of 
Food Fit Only for Sewers. 


Denver, Col., August 26.—President 
Roosevelt’s famous Remsen “referee 
boarg of consulting scientific experts” 
was indorsed by the convention of the 
Association of State and National Food 
and Dairy Departments today. After 
a fight in which the term “medicated 
garbage” was used, the association ap- 
proved of the use of benzoate of soda 
as a.food preservative. 

The resolution, adopted by a vote of 
to 42, follows: 
“That this association indorses the 
report of the referee peard of consult- 
ing scientific experts appointed by 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, at 
the direction of President Roosevelt, 
upon the use of benzoate of soda in 
food products.” ’ 

Wilson Was Present. 

The délegation from the United 
States department of agriculture voted 
“ves.” Secretary Wilson was an at- 
tentive spectater, but was not a dele- 
ak: animes. headed by Dr. Floyd 
W. Robinson, of Lansing, Mich., which 
had been appointed to “investigate the 
Remsen board, previously had reported 
adversely to the board’s findings, de- 
claring benzoate promoteq “the prac- 
tice of concealing unsanitary methods,” 
and calling upon President Taft to in- 
stitute another investigation on 
fhroader lines.” 

The debate began, following an 
address by Pr. Ira Remsen, of Balti- 
more. Dr. Russell H. Chittenden, of 
New Haven, Conn.: Dr. John H. Long, 
of Evanston, Ill, and Dr. Christian H. 
Herter. of New York city, who, 4s 
members of the referee. board, told 
how their experiments has been made 
upon “eighteen healthy young men” 
at Chicago, New “York and New Haven, 
which brought them to the conclusion 
that the chemical, when administered 
in small quagtities in the dally diet, 
was harmless. 

Dr. Charles A. L. Reed, of Cincin- 
nati. quickly took the opposite view. 

Fit Only for Sewers. 

“The recommendation to the gov- 
ernment that benzoate of soda might 
properly be used,” said he, “puts the 
government in the position of licen»s- 
ing medicateg stuff fit only for the 
sewers. The experiments carried on 
by fhe board, I have reason to know, 
were left in a large measure to sub- 
ordinates. The subjects were healthy 
young athletes and, as @ matter of 
fact, while the various squads at Chi- 
cago, New York and New Haven were 
taking the benzoate they were being 
stuffed with all kinds of food from 
heavy sirups and roasts down to sau- 
sages and pickles. The report at- 
tributes no abnorniality to benzoate 
while the experimerts were going on, 
but 1 find on revfewing the report that 
there were abnormalities. In the Chi- 
cago squad I find several of the young 
men were depressed. In the New 
Haven squad | fing stomach troubles 
of one young man was attributed to 
‘cold weather’ and to ‘hard work.’ It 
is rather noteworthy that cold weather 
and hard work should have had these 
effects rather than the chemical.” 

Dr. Remsen, in,replying, said: 

“! construe these remarks as accu- 
sations of incompetent and defective 
laboratory methods on our part, 
which, in all good humor, we certainly 
deny.”

Road Commissioner R. J. Freeman is in commend of DeKalb’s. road 
forces, and the scope and intelligence of his methods and plans mark him 
as one of the most aggressive and far-seeing makers of thoroughfafes in 

Already, the commissioner has a large squad of his convicts extending 
a road across the northern part of DeKalb vie Chamblee in the direction of 
Norcross. Another squad is now working between Decatur and‘ Stone 
Mountain. . ; 

Fulton county now has a through paved highway tapping DeKalb at the 
point on the boundary from which Commissioner Freeman is working toward 
| Chamblee and the Gwinnett county line. This road, up to within a short dis- 
tance of Buckhead, has been paved from Atlanta for a width of-80 feet, 
and property owners have already donated land on both sides of the road 
beyond, to give the necessary 80-foot width right up to the DeKalb county 
line. Inevitably, the coordinate activities of Fulton cnd DeKalb in this 
direction pave the way for a road that shall ultimately traverse northeast 
Georgia to Gainesville. 

It is to be hoped Fulton county will see its way clear to build tho 80- 
foot extension on from Buckhead to the county line as soon as practicable. 
In a few days the convicts will reach Buckhead and, if they can be spared 
from other portions of the county, it would be as well to have the work 
continued, so that Fulton may in the near future meet DeKalb county with 
a highway measuring 80 feet. 

One of the most commendable features of the activities of Commissioner 
Freeman, as told elsewhere, is his declaration that as soon as the Gwinnett 
authorities indica.e at what point they will enter DeKalb from Lawrence- 
ville, he will at once meet them with his forces and continue the road with- 
out a break over to the Fulton county boundary. 

Two routes are open from Lawrenceville in Gwinnett county to Decatur 
in DeKalb. and it is mpon one of these that the Augusta-Atlanta contests of 
the Georgia Automobile Good Roads Association, and also that of the New 
York-Atlanta contest, will be operated. One route runs from Lawrenceville 
direct to Decatur, the other not quite so direct from Lawrenceville, entering 
DeKalb a little to the south of the other, and passing on through Stone 
Mountain to Decatur. From these two rights-of-way Gwinnett must make a 
selection. As soon as this is done, Commissioner Freeman will place a 
large squad of expert road-builders at work closing up the DeKalb link to 
Fulton. . 

Initiative umd perspicacity of the kind manifested by Commissi-ner 
Freeman are the qualities most imperatively needed to materialize the good 
roads campaign in Georgia. His wide-awake spirit is an inspiration to road- 
building authorities throughout the state.

As the next best substitute, President Sharp proposes that che quar- 
tet shall cooperate in a mountain highway which shall provide the inter- 
vening counties with regular access to the railroad, and introduce into the 
territory-atlarge up-to-date agents. of progress and development. 

At present, the hardy population of this region is virtually isolated from 
civilization, and the agricultural and mineral resources wherewith they 
could add to their own wealth and that of the state lie largely undevelo ed. 

The factor of extraordinary expense in road-building has been elim- 
inated by President Sharp’s plan to have the various counties share in the 
upkeep of a large gang of convicts and the employment of a competent road 
engineer, such forces to be alternated on the roads of each county until the 
63-mile highway is completed. 

It is also suggested that each county could, with small bond issues, meet 
their pro rata ef expense with ease, letting the cost fall on citizens in an 
almost imperceptible manner. 

There is no logical reason why another year should not see this high- 
way thrown across the Blue Ridge. Its material s:gnificance is of suf- 
ficient importance to the population of all four counties to justify extraor- 
dinary efforts.

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PRECAUTIONS IN HYDROPHUBIA. 


Anyone who thinks that hydropbobia is on the decrease in Georgia 
will experience disillusion by consulting the records of the state board of 
health. 

In the approximate space of one year wherein this department has been 
giving free treatment for rabies, it has handled in the neighhborhood of 
five hundred cases. Physicians generally express the opinion that not 
only is hydrophobia not diminishing in Georgia, but that it is displaying 
a tendency toward increase. | 

In this connection, it is expected that one salutary effect of ithe new 
dog law will be the weeding out, or at least the minimizing, of the worth- 
less mongrels, the ownerless curs that comprise one of the most prolific 
sources for the spread of the disease. 

A feature that needs to be strongly stressed is the propensity notice- 
able here and there to neglect treatment, on the assumption that since 
rabies have not developed in a known case of exposure to infection the same 
happy immunity may be uniformly relied upon. 

More deaths may be attributed to this practice than to the virulence of 
the inoculation itself. 

While it is true that certain infrequent conditions may operate to pre- 
vent hydrophobia developing in an inoculated individual, even without the 
use of treatment, the cases are exceptional. 

The only safe procedure where a person has ween bitten by a dog 
presumably rabid is at once to begin treatment, meanwhile having the 
head of the dog examined by competent authority for traces of the disease. 

In the event that infection has not taken place, the treatment is harm- 
less, while the ~isks that the patient will succumb to his own indifference 
are minimized. 

Another >opular fallacy holds that hydrophobia is distinctly a hot weath- 
er disease. It may be more prevalent in the summer, since in the open 
season owners are more careless, dogs have greater ranging latitude, and 
the opportunities for spreading the infection are more numerous. 

But in the ultimate analysis, rabies is a year-round disease, developing 
in the low temperatures as rapidly and as fatally as in the period when the 
mercury hangs around blood-heat.

one of the most delightful ever deliv- 
ered at a similar gathering. 

In the absence of C. R. Woodruff, of 
Philadelphia. secretary of the league, 
his address was read by W. D. Light- 
hall, of Montreal. : 

Already the fight for the honor of 
entertaining this convention in 191¥ 


is on, and seven cities have put in their 
invitations. Atlanta is among them. 
In view of the splendid showing made 
by Atlanta’s chief representative, May- 
or Maddox, this southern city is run- 
ning strong for this honor. 
Progress Is Unparalieled, 

Mayor Maddox, in his address, con- 
fined himself to the rapid development 
of the southern cities, industrially, and 
the splendid strides Atlanta was taking 
as the principal city in the new south. 

‘Mayor Maddox's address was filled 
with scintillant sentences, which drew 
a splendid picture of Atilanta’s growth 
and greatness. 

In part he said: 

“The progress of southern cities 
within the past decade has been wun- 
paralleled in history. They are great, 
srowing, hustling cities, full of. hap- 
piness and full of hope.

Amendment Will Be Launch- 
ed at Meetings in Montgom- 

| ery and Birmingham---Weak- 
ley and Carmichael to Lead. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 26.—(Spsé- 
; clal.)\—Governor B. B. Comer is high- 
ly pleased at the work of the extra 
session of the legislature which finally 
adjourned Tuesday night, and takes 
pleasure not only in the code of tem- 
perance laws passed, but many local 
measures as well. The Mobile school 
tax law. by which they “change the 
support of the schools from a liquor 
basis to a property,” as he puts it, is 
@ move that the executive takes as a 
very progressive one, and wholesome 
in the extreme, 

The executive feels constrained to 
congratulate not only Birmingham, 
but the whole state, that there is now 
@ greater Birmingham, and the fric- 
tion that has so long been-a worry to 
the legislature has been eliminated. 

The authority for county aid to high 
schools is in line with a high order 
of progress, he thinks, and the ste- 
nographers’ bill, by which circuit and 
law courts are to get good help, is, 
he is told, one of great importance. 
The jury law, about which there has 
been great excitement at times, is one 
that will entirely remove the courts 
and the selection of juries from dan- 
gerous “environment,” as he puts it. 
This law, giving him the right to ap- 
point three commissioners in each 
county, ts regarded as a great move 
forward by a majority of the lawyers 
and state officers. 

Temperance Code. 

_._The code of temperance laws, all] 
signed and in operation, is a thing 
that gives Alabama immense power 
in the cause of temperance enforce- 
ment, thinks the governor. He re- 
gards the list as nearly perfect as 
could be worked out. Borrowing from 
the words of Speaker Carmichael, in 
a recent speech, the legislature had 
»the cloth, and has cut it to suit the 
state without control from any one. 

In the opinion of the governor the 
constitutional amendment fight will 
line up the liquor men and the tem- 
perance forces of the state in the 
usual way, one will be against it and 
the other for it, with few breaks 
either way. Likening the prohibition 
laws to a fence, he thought the people 
were going to make them so strong 
that they may cultivate the crop with- 
out danger of their being overrun and 
destroyed. 

For Censtituational Prohibition. 

Two days after the middle of Sep- 
tember the fight for constitutional 
prohibition will be on in full blast, On 
the 15th there will be a meeting of 
the opposition in Montgomery,  re- 
sponsive to a call sent out last Sun- 
day night. The next day, Thursday, 
will find the cohorts of the prohibition- 
ists assembled in Birmingham, where 
they will plan a campaign, raise the 
money for it, and name the speakers. 

Who will lead the hosts of the clear- 
water crowd is not yet made manifest, 
but the really good guessers are tieing 
to Samuel D. Weakley and A. H. Car- 
michael, 

The belief grows that Weakley and 
Carmichdel will be induced to make the 
race for the governorship and deputy 
governorship on the ticket of the ad- 
ministration prohibitionists. It is told 
that Weakley has almost refused to 
enter the contest save with Carmichael 
as his running mate. Carmichael, so 
far as can be discovered, is reluctant 
Palmost to the point of stubbornness, 
basing his position on the ground that 
he cannot afford the time and the cost 
of the race. However, a plea of duty 
to the new laws and the prohibition 
program seems to have had its effect, 
and he is sald to have left here for his 
home in Tuscumbia Wednesday with- 
cut definitely refusing to enter. 

But the Birmingham meeting is not 
for the administration wing, but for 
ail forces of the prohibitionists. Mal- 
lory men and ther men will be there, 
the only credential required being a 
will to do work for the amendment. It 
will have nothing to do with races of 
men, gither, save that it may be that 
the Weakley and Carmichael race may 
develop about that time. Friends of 
the two men, anxious to see them line 
up together, are leaving nothing un- 
done that could add to the prospect. 

There will be thorough organization 
of all sections of the state. There has 
been no decisiog@ on the men for chair- 
man of the campaign committee, but 
two leaders are suggested, R. -M. 
Goodall and Fred Jackson, both of Bir- 
mingham.

A Habeas Corpus Hearing. 

The hearing before Judge Bell was 
on the habeas corpus writ brought by 
I. E. Yarbrough, the street car man, 
who formerly lived at 7!0 East Fair 
street, in an effort to secure little 
Jack from his wife, Mrs. Julia Yar- 
brough, against whom he has brought 
suit for divorce, charging intimacy 
with J. W. Bostwick. 

In rendering his decision, the judge 
announced that he would not go into 
the evidence, as the custody of the 
ehild will be decided upon when the 
divorce proceedings now pending come 
up in court. Were it not for this fact, 
he stated, he would find much more 
difficulty in arriving at a‘decision. Un- 
der the circumstances, however, he 
stated that he did not consider the 
evidence sufficient to warrant his tak- 
ing th: child from its mother. 

As this Swas the first case to be tried 
by Judge Bell, the court room con- 
tained meny who were not interested 
in the case, but in seeing their friend 
preside. 

The Child Talks to Judge. 

The evidence brought out little that 
was not disclosed in the hearing of 
cases against Mrs. Yarbrough and 
Bostwick in the recorder’s court Wed- 
nesday, when the cases against both 
were dismissed. Practically the same 
witnesses testified. 

One of the features of the tria] was 
the court’s interrogation of the little 
boy. The judge called the sturdy Ht- 
tle fellow to him, sat the child upon 
his lap, and began asking him qués- 
tions. 

“Whom 
the judge. 

“Mamma,” 
answer. 

“With whom would you like best to 
stay, your, mamma or your papa?” 

“Mamma,” again the child answered. 

“Who made your clothes?” 

‘Huh, they wasn’t made; 
bought.” 

Childish confidence had reasserted 
itself, and the youngster, apparently 
emtarrassed at first, was now com- 
pletely at ease. The court smiled 
broadly at the child’s last reply. 

“Are you're sure you don't want to 
go with your papa?” again inquired 
the court. 

“No,” and there was emphasis on 
every word; “I’ wants my mamma.” 

Wearing Sister’s Clothes. 

During the trial,.a sister of Mrs. 
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Yarbrough was call@a to the stand to 
testify as to her sister’s ability to 
previde for the child. While testifying, 
she stated that Yarbrough did not pro- 
vide sufficient clothes for his wife and 
child. 

When the witness was turned over 
to Attorney C. B. Reynolds, appearing 
for the plaintiff, the attorney asked 
for more specific statements: on this 
point 

“How do you know that the plaintiff 
did not provide clothes for the defend- 
ant?” he asked. 

“I know that she hasn’t had as many 
c‘othes as she needs, lots of times.” 

“Mention one, will you?’ 

“Well, she has on a waist that be- 
longs to her sister, and my skirt, this 
very minute,” promptly responded the 
witness. Further questions along this 
line were not forthcoming. 

Bostwick on the Stand. 

When Bostwick was put upon the 
stand to explain his being discovered 
in Mrs. Yarbrough’s room at night, he 
told the same story that he did in the 
recorder’s court, stating that Mrs. 
Yarbrough called him to assist in put- 
ting her boy to, bed. It was out of 
this discovery of Bostwick in Mrs. 
Yarbrough’s room that the present 
proceedings grew. 

The plaintiff introduced a number of 
witnesses who swore that they saw 
Mrs. Yarbrough sit in Bostwick’s lap 
and kiss him. On the other hand, the 
defense introduced evidence to the ef- 
fect that Yarbrough was cruel to his 
wife, shooting at her, cursing her and 
threatening to kill her.

REBATES GRANTED 
BY THE RAILROADS 


— 


Alleged Roads Are Violat- 
ing the Hepburn Law. 


Ex-President Stickney Says Big 
Shippers Are Still Getting 
Favors From Roads--Discrim- 

* ination Alleged. 


New York, August 26.—A. B. Stick- 
ney, Icng president of the Chicago and 
Great Western, whose charge that the 
railroeds are still granting rebates, 
made just before the passage of the 
Hepburn rate !aw, is about to be in- 
vestigated by the interstate commerce 
commission, outlined yesterday what 
he regards as the proper method to 
pursue to do away with the alleged 
abuses. 

The favorite way of granting rates 
now, he said, is to allow claims for 
overcharges for qamages presented by 
large shippers. 
presented by large favored shippers, 
President Stickney said, are promptly 
paid by the railroads. 

Discrimination in rates also is prac- 
ticed, he asserted, by putting obscure 
rates in the rate schedules. He 
stanced in this connection the inelu- 
sion in the @vestern roads’ tariffs of 
the rate on lluminating oil and an- 
other much lower rate on “products 
of petroleum.” The attention of the 
favered shippers. he said. was called 
to the latter rate. As a remedy for 
the rebate evils, he suggested as the 
first essential the simplification of 
rates, and as a means to this end, the 
adoption of a uniform classification. 
What ought to be done, he said, is to 
do away entirely with commodity 
rates and reduce all rates to class 
rates, at the same time increasing the 
number of classes to a sufft.cient extent 
to permit an equitable adjustment of 
rates between the various classes of 
merchandise. 


BIBLE NOT ORIGINAL 
WITH ITS COMPILERS 
Story of the Creation Is Older 


Than the Bible, Says Pro- 
fessor Smith. 


Chicago, August 26.—The Bible is 
not original with its supposed com- 
Pilers, according to the opinions ex- 
Dressed yesterday by Professor Gerald 
B. Smith, of the faculty of the divin- 
ity department of the University of 
Chicago. “The story of creation and 
the deluge appeared long before the 
Bible was written,” the speaker de- 
clared. “Both of these stories were 
traditional in the early literature of 
the Babvlonians, 

“The theologian of today is acquaint- 
ed, as the theologians of former days 
were not, with the realty and vital- 
ity of non-Christian relivion, and in 
the inVestigation of the Old Testament 
religion it has been found that many 
of its elements were derived from Is- 
rael’s contact with Babylon. The his- 
tory of Christianity reveals the fact 
that Christian beliefs have grown and 
changed as Christianity has met with 
the secular forces of its histodry. There 
are elements in every pagan religion 
which every Christian is compelled to. 
recognize as truth.”

Savannah, Ga., August 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Cigar-shaped and one of the 
strangest looking craft that ever hit 
port. the Standard Oil tank steamer, 
City of Everett, Captain Fenlon, is the 
first whaleback to arrive in Savannah. 
With oval decks and the rreater part 
of her under water, the vessel is all 
awash while at sea and the men risk 
their lives when they go on deck. 

The vessel was built in Washington 
and came around the Horn. In fact, 
Captain Fenlon has sailed her to near- 
ly every country in the world. A re- 
cent feat was to tow a barge contain- 
ing 2,000,000 gallons of oil across the 
Atlantic to various European countries 
for distribution. The vessel was along- 
side the ill-fated Republic when that 
ship sunk as a result of her midsea 
collision a few months ago, Assist- 
ance was offered the vessel, but the 
captain refused the offer.

A rock is drilled: out of the side of 
the earth and broken by this drill into 
the right size. > 

A laborer places it in the car that 
Tuns up an incline—pulled by cable— 
when filled, to the hopper right over 
the giant steam crusher, which has a 
capacity of thirty tons. 

Arrived over this hopper, automati- 
cally it dumps the rock into the 
crusher. There the rock is crushed 
into sizes over 2 inches, 2 inches, 1 
inch and “dust.” which, when crushed, 
is automatically elevated to a screen 
above the storage bins where each 
rock is sifted into position so that it 
is possible to get a load of rock and 
size from “dust” up to over 2 inches. 

Down the road, drawing six cars, 
each car holding six ordinary two- 
horse loads, comes one of the two 
giant traction engines, manned by two 
persons, .an engineer 
With its train of cars it comes on un- 
til the first car back of the engine is 
even with the “over two-inch” bin of 
ground rock. The fineman steps out 
and lowers a trough, which allows the 
erushed rock, all the same size, to 
run into this car until it is filled with 
its six tons of crushed stone. It is 
filled, automatically. Only one hand 
has touched the rock since it was 
quarried. Each of*thé other cars is 
filled the same way, by pulling up, or 
backing; @ car’s length, with any size 
stone desired. 

The load takén on, thirty-six tons, 
or about thirty-sie two-mule wagon 
loads, and’ the’ “train”. is ready to re- 
turn to the road where the macadam- 
izing is in process. This traction en- 
gine and tfain of cars serves the 
double ptirpose” cf “being a “puller” 
and a “packer,” by reason of the fact 
that each tire on the engine and train 
is equipped with a wide tread. The 
front wheels to the engine have a 14- 
inch face and are 64 inches high. The 
rear wheels have a 2-foot’ tread and 
are 8 feet high. ‘The front axle is 
much shorter ‘than ‘the rear, which 
gives the engine the’ weight and use- 
fulness of a heavy steam roller. The 
cars, Or spreading cars, as they are 
called, dre each equipped with wheels

Preliminary 
erop reports on Georgia and AlaWama 
by a prominent local authority, indl- 
cated that conditions had been main- 
tained during the month, but while 
this disappointed local bulls, it was 
offset by the private reports of more 
recent damage during egrly trading. 
and the break after midday was due 
to weakness in Wall street, reports of 
hedge selling against the vrospective 
movement, the larger estimate for to- 
morrow’s receipts at Galveston, and 
reports that the gulf storm misht 
bring rains where needed in the south- 
ern part of the belt.

7-84 in the price 
of wheat at Liverpool, due. it was 
claimed, to increased offerings from 
Russia, improved weather conditions 
in Englend and to favorable reports 
from the Canadian harvest fields. To- 
ward the middle of the session senti- 
ment changed to bullishness, mainly 
because of active buying by a lead- 
elevator concern. This buying 
Started liberal covering by shorts, 
which caused an almost complete re- 
covery of the early loss. A hardening 
of cash wheat premiums here and re- 
ports that offerings from farmers in 
Nebraska were on the decrease were 
factors in bringing out the late de- 
mand. The market closed strong, with 
September !-4 above yesterday's final 
figures. The deferred months, how- 
ever, were still a shade to I|-4 below 
the previous close.
